Washington, July 26—(AP)— 


Price and rent controls are back 
in effect. And OPA is out today 
to make up lost time. 


Stripped of many of its powers 


under the revival bill which Presi- 
dent Truman "reluctantly" sign- 
ed into law late yesterday, the 
agency nevertheless made ready to 
issue 142 pricing orders as it roll- 
ed back into business. 


Planned U'eeks Aago 


All of the agency's actions had 


been planned weeks ago but had 
been help up by the 25-day price 
control coma which began with 
the lapse of OPA authority on 
July 1. 


On tap were a long list of other 


orders governing prices on hund- 
reds of items. But none were in 
the works yet for the restoration 
of price ceilings on several major 
items in the family, budget—in- 
cluding meat, dairy products, eggs 
poultry, grains, tobacco and pe- 
troleum. 


These were exempted from price 


ceilings, at least until Aug. 20. 


Boosts May be Revised 


The price boosts authorized to- 


day are temporary and may be re- 
vised under standards set up by 
the new OPA law. Included were 
increases ranging from six to eight 
cents a ton on coal, coke, anthra- 
cite and similar solid fuels. Some 
retail shoe price ceilings were up- 
ped about eight per cent. 


Stripped from the controlled list 


were such miscellaneous items as 
household television sets, rubber 
floor mats, umbrella frames, and 
certain types of clocks.

Is there now a rent ceiling on 


my house? 
If you live in a rent 


control area effective July 25, 1946 
your home is under the same fed- 
eral rent controls it was on June 
30, 1946. 


The ceiling rent for my apart- 


ment on June 30 was $60. On July 
1 my landlord raised my rent to 
$75 a month. Now that rent con- 
trol has been reestablished, must 1 
continue to pay $75 a nonth ? No. 
Effective August 1, 1946, your rent 
goes back to rent of $60. 


I signed a new lease on July 1 


calling for $7C a month instead of 
$50, 
the ceiling rent on June 30, 


1946. 
Must 1 continue to pay $75. 


No. After July 25, 1946, the land- 
lord may collect no more than the 
ceiling rent in effect on June 30. 
regardless of the terms of the new 
lease. 


I live in a rooming house. In 


June rny ceiling rent was $45 a 
month. On July 1, my landlord 
changed the rent to $5 a day. Must 
I now continue to pay the daily 
rate? No, effective July 25, your 
rent will be on the June monthly 
rental of $45 a month. Landlords 
who changed their rental basis 
contrary to the rent regulations, 
such as from a monthly or week- 
ly to a daily basis during the in- 
terim period when federal controls 
were off, must return to the rental 
period in effect for the unit on 
June 30. 


Only July 1, my landlord raised 


my rental from $30 to $45 a month. 
I paid $45 for July. Can I get a 
refund for the $15 difference? 
Landlords who charged more than 
their ceiling rents for the interim 
period, when penalties for viola- 
tions of OPA controls were neces-

Told to Tribunal 


Tokyo, July 26—(AP)—Ram- 


pant Japanese soldiers, seeking- to 
terrify the conquered Chinese of 
Nanking, systematically marched 
hordes of civilians to the outskirts 
of the city and cut them down 
with machineguns in 1937, the in- 
ternational war crimes tribunal 
heard today. 


Three Chinese described scenes 


of wholesale murder and rape in 
the trial of Hideki TOJO and 26 
other alleged warmongers. 


More than 200,000 civilians were 


slaughtered in the "Rape of Nan- 
king," Dr. Hsu Chuan-Ying, Uni- 
versity of Illinois-educated Nan- 
king professor estimated. 


Fifteen thousand Chinese youths, 


he said were marched off at once 
and 
Rilled 
with 
machineguns 


Their bodies were thrown into a 
pond. 


"It would be impossible to 
tell 


the number of women and girls 
raped, the number of persons in- 
jured and the buildings ruthlessly 
destroyed." Dr. Hsu said. 


He declared there was "absp- 


lutcly no excuse" of the reign 
of terror except that the Japa- 
nese "carried on a psychological 
war to strike terror into the Chi- 
nese people and to tear them loose 
from everything they held dear 
and sacred.' '

Reverence for Spiritual Values 


Scripture: Exodus 20;7; Leviticus 19:12; Matthew 5:33-37; 


Mark 7:5-8; 8:34-36 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. U. 
The Old Testament passages as- 


signed for this lesson, and one ot 
those from the New Testament, 
deal with the sin of profanity. But, 
lest sin be regarded too much as 
a matter of words rather than of 
deeds, other passages in the les- 
son, notably Mark 8:34-36, stress 
the will to salvation and the atti- 
tude of heart and mind. 


One may be very correct and 


proper as to one's words, yet fall 
far short of being a true Chris- 
tian. The true Christian is one 
who denies himself, and who takes 
up his cross and follows Jesus. 


What does it 
mean to deny 


oneself? In a sense the self, the 
ego, is a man's real being. He may 
own nothing else, but he has him- 
self. Perhaps that is what Jesus 
meant. Here is the center ot 
man's decision; he may have noth- 
ing else to give, but he can give 
himself to God. 


Instead of living just for him- 


self and for his selfish ends and 
satisfactions, he can seek God's 
guidance. He can love and serve 
his fellowmen, as God loves them 
and as Jesus served them in His 
earthly ministry. 


I think this is what Jesus meant 


by denying oneself: and in that de- 
nial the self becomes not less, but 


cling; abasement. It is, rather, ac- 
ceptance of the self as God's great 
endowment of man, and honoring 
oneself in the dedication of that 
self to one's Maker. 


This is the central and supreme 


thing in reverence and spiritual 
values. It is what the Old Testa- 
ment teaches, and what Jesus en- 
forced by teaching and example. 
There is a profanity of the soul 
that is worse than the profanity 
of words is too often an evidence 
of profanity within the heart, a 
lack of reverence for the name ot 
God that bespeaks a lack of rev- 
erence for God Himself. 
In some, profanity is a habit, 


growing out of an original use ol 
swearing in aji effort to be smart 
or emphatic. In may cases, pro- 
fanity is resorted to, in the hope 
of giving strength to their speech, 
by those who are weak and feeble 
in expression 


It is the evidence of poverty of 


mind and soul, rather than of any 
strength. 
And this explains why 


the pofanity that is expected to 
give savor and strength to words 
really becomes impotent and com- 
monplace. 


Now and then men get a reputa- 


tion for lurid profanity. 
But oth- 


er things being equal, they never 
greater. It is a losing of life that attain the power, character, and 
one may find it. The denial of self, I influence of the strong men whose 
in the Christian sense, is no" grov- I nay is nay.

When one takes the trouble to 
study the U.S. proposal for atomic 
energy Control, which Has 
been 


bluntly rejected by Soviet delegate 
Gromyko with one of his famous 
"noes", it appears likely that the 
portion to whicn Russia objects 
most would offer one of the best 
guarantees of world peace yet de- 
veloped. 


This is the provision for an in- 
ternational 
atomic 
development 
authority which would have abso- 
lute power over atomic raw mater- 
ials and production and would oe 
endowed with the right of investi- 
gation into every nook and cranny 
of any country. In order that 
there be no interference with chis. 
unprecedented 
power, 
America 


proposed that the right of veto — 
how held by the big live nations — 
be abolished foi all matters relat- 
ing to atomic energy. 


What better single preventive of 
war could there be? Wars of ag- 
gression are prepared for secretly. 
Herr Hitler built up his army sec- 
retly, and he made .munitions in 
plants which were concealed. If 
an international commission had 
looked 
this arch-gangster 
over 


once in a while we might not have 
had World War II. 


Of course the American proposal 


moans surrender of that degree of 
sovereignty necessary 
to permit 


such a development authority to 
carry out its investigations. 
But 
the whole concept -ol our new U. 
N. peace organization is oased on 
the giving up of some measure of 
sovereignty for the general good, 
and it's hard to see how an inves- 
tigating commission Could impinge 
on the rights of any nation which 
had nothing to conceal. 


Now the 
whole world 
knows 


Russia is un ardent advocate of 


j peace. 
So 
her jnwillingiiess 
to 


surrender a wee bit of sovereignty 
isn't 
impelled by warlike iaeas. 
However, an outstanding charac- 
teristic ol present day Russia is 
an intense desire to shield herself 
from prying eyes. This applies not 
only to Russia proper but to those 
countries under Moscow's control. 


A striking example of this is 
seen in the fact that the Russian 
zones 
of occupied countries in 
many instances are virtually seal- 
ed off from the other allies. Ap- 
propos of this American officials 
in Washington yesterday said that 
the United States is pressing at 
every opportunity for an allied 
commission to investigate the ex- 
tent of disarmament in all zones 
of Germany but so far the Rus- 
sians have 
stooc" 
any such survey. 


However, to get back to Russia's 


rejection of the American propos- 
al, a spokesman for the U. S. dele- 
gation says: "We will now let 
Gromyko 
carry the ball for a 


while and listen to what all the 
delegates have to say about his 
proposals". Moscow's proposition 
would put 
the whole system of 
atomic control under the 
United 


Nations Security Council and the 
United Nationus set-up. It would 
retain the power of veto. 


So we may now expect a period 


of Russian arguments, and of dis- | 
cussions of those arguments by | 
the other delegations. 
The U. S. i 


contingent 
expresses 
confidence j 
that it can sell its own program to 
the other nations. 


But what if Uncle Sam can't i 


sell his bill of goods ? Well, there's j 
always chance of a comopromise, 
although at this writing the Amer- 
ican delegation is standing pat on 
all fundamental points of its plan. 
After all, it's in position to stand 
pat—even to refuse 
to 
compro- 


mise, for that matter—because 
America has the atomic bomb and 
its secrets.

Mikhailovitch died before a fir- 
ing squad in Belgrade, Lieut. Nic- 
olai Redin of the Soviet navy 
found himself freed of a charge of 
espionage by a jury in Seattle. 
Perhaps it is stretching a point to 
connect the two events. Yet the 
contrast between the trials of the 
two men offers an interesting 
comparison. 


The Mikhailovitch trial was as 


notable for its omissions as for its 
disclosures. The disclosures were 
confusing. There were admissions 
of Chetnik-Partisan clashes, but 
doubt as to who fired the first 
shot. 
There were admissions of 


meetings with nazis, but doubt as 
to whether these were for the pur- 
pose of arranging collaboration or 
a truce. 


Omitted, however, was any men- 


tion of the first two years of Gen- 
eral Mikhailovitch's international 
fame. During that time, between 
the nazi invasion and Communist 
Marshal Tito's belated emergence, 
the Chetnik leader and his guer- 
rillas harassed the nazis, upset 
their timetable for the Russian 
invasion, and kept nazi divisions 
engaged which Hitler might have 
used in his losing race for Moscow 
against the approach of Russia's 
freezing winter. 


Nothing was heard from Allied 


flyers and others who had been 
rescued by the Chetniks and had 
seen them in action against the 
nazis. These men, anxious to tes- 
tify, were refused the opportunity. 
Allied personnel and policy re- 
ceived some disparaging comment 
at the trial. But Americans and

Britons were not permitted to 
speak in defense of the General 
or their own actions. 


In short, the accused received a 


political trial of which the out- 
oonte was never in doubt. Marshal 
Tito had said, in effect, that Mik- 
hailovitch would be given a fair 
trial, and then shot. 
That was 


the price for backing the wrong 
political horse. 


As for Lieutenant Redin, he 


has 
been 
found 
innocent, and 


there is no reason to doubt or 
quarrel with t,he verdict. 
But 


what a contrast between the trials 
in Belgrade and in Seattle!! 


The closing days of the Redin 


case 
coincided 
with

charges of Soviet espionage in 
Canada, and the subsequent sud- 
den departure of most of the Hus- 
sians named in the charges. Vet 
no reference to these events was 
allowed at the trial. 


The judge who heard the Redin 


case ruled out the death penalty 
as too severe in time of peace. He

New York—Joe Fay and James 


Bove, the union gangsters whose 
convictions and prison sentences 
have been upheld by the New York 
Court of Appeals, are two of the 
lowest crooks in the entire rogues 
gallery of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, but let no poor, 
faceless chump of that drooling

Selection of Dessert for Meal 


There are sweet desserts, tart 


desserts, cold desserts, hot des- 
serts, light desserts and substan- 
tial desserts. With what kind of a 
meal should each of these be serv- 
ed. 


After a meal in which a rich 


meat such as pork has been the 
main feature, a tart dessert is best. 
The very sweet desserts are ap- 
propriate at the end of light meals 
or for luncheon or party refresh- 
ments. Cold desserts are most 
popular for summertime, but some 
times when the rest of the meal 
has been cold, a hot dessert is a 
welcome contrast even though the 
weather is warm. Cold desserts 
also have their place after heavy 
meals the year around, as do light 
desserts. On the other hand, when 
the main part of the meal has been 
light, a substantial dessert is the 
one to pick for the end course.

shyness. Com syrup, molasses and 
honey all lend a helping hand in 
this direction, but there is still an- 
other source of sweetness that has 
much room left for exploration. 
That is the preserve shelf at the 
grocery store. Manufacturers are 
continually contributing new jams, 
jellies and marmalades to the gro- 
cers' supply so that now many of 
the more unusual flavors such as 
boysenberry. pineapple, quince and 
pine-cot stand side by side with 
the popular old timers such as 
plum, blackberry and cherry. 


These fruit products go into 


sweet desserts such an small past- 
ry turnovers, and into tart desserU 
such as cherry pie in which the 
filling is made with tart freih 
cherries and currant jam. They 
make "professional tasting" sun- 
dae sauces and pait'ait fillings for 
ice cream, in the line of cold de- 
serts and find their own sweet 
way into many 
puddings an4 


other oven-baked desserts. 


A pinwheel slice of jelly roll 


with a dab of whipped cream i« 
typical of the light dessert in 
which the jelly jar helps save the 
sugar supply. The same pelly roll, 
sliced and used to line the sides 
of a refrigerator torle pan before 
a lemon bavarian cream is poured 
into the center, illustrates the sub- 
stantial type of dessert in which 
preserves can take the limelight.

tart enough to be appealing .on 
even the most hot and humid sum- 
mer night:
